“ Medieval Sinhalese Art” is a record of the place of the craftsman and his 
work in a feudal society not unlike that of Early Mediaeval Europe. It deals not 
with a period of great attainment in “ fine” art, but with a “ great and beautiful 
scheme of peasant decoration ” based upon the traditions of Indian art. Much has 
been written on Indian Arts and Crafts, but never before have the Arts and 
Crafts of a limited area been treated of and illustrated in great detail. It should be 
clearly understood that Sinhalese art is an integral part of Indian ; it possesses this 
special interest, that it is in many respects of earlier character, and more purely 
Hindu (though actually Buddhist) than any art surviving on the mainland bo late 
as the early nineteenth century.
